The cheese industry of Canada is 
apparently coming into its own. Great 
Britain stands ready to take the en- 
tire output of our factories. 


Interesting feature of the news is 
the fact that the quality of the Can- 
adian cheese which is being produced 
bas never been better. Proof is af- 
forded in the report that the Dominion 
Treasury will be called upon to pay 
$800,000 in bonuses to the cheesemak- 
ers this year. Last year the bonus 
amounted to only $600,000. 

‘rhe Government pays a bonus of 
one cent per pound on cheese grading 
93 points out of a hundred; two cents 
a pound ifit grades 94 or better. 
Cheese grading 92 points gets into No.

MILITIA TO BE CALLED ARMY? 


The Defence Department will ask 
parliament at the next session to 
change the name of the Canadian land 
forces to “The Canadian Army,” De- 
fence Minister Ralston said Monday. 

He said that “‘militia” implied irfle- 
men and with the change in arma- 
ment it was felt that “army was the 
more appropriate name. To distinguish 
the full-time force from the part time 
soldiery Col. Ralston said the terms 
“active army” and “reserve army” 
would probably be used. It was not 
yet definitely decided to drop the use 
of the term “Canadian Active Service 
Force,” used since the war to describe 
the troops serving overseas or avail- 
abe for overseas service. The minis- 
ter said that question is now being 
studied and there might be certain 
advantages in retaining the use of the 
term although for practical purposes 
the C.A\S.F. would be the active 
branch of the army. Designation of 
Canadian military forces as the Can- 
adian Army will bring the terminology 
in this respect into conformity with 
that used in Great Britain where they 
are known simply as “the army”.

Even Canada’s Prime Minister was 
quoted as saying last week at a press 
conference that the international situ- 
ation was “less anxious now.” 

He gave this as a reason for not 
calling Parliament into session in No- 
vember. c 

Yet what a tragic, ghastly error for 
anyone to relax for one precious min- 
ute merely because Nazi hordes with- 
hold their threatened invasion of Brit- 
ain. 

Surely the stark, incalculable les- 
sons of last winter are screaming re 
minders of the folly and danger of 
that sort of complacency. 

“Time,” as Sir Norman Angell point- 
ed out so emphatically last week, “is 
the essence of defense against Hitler. 
To be late in the strategic decisions 
of that struggle is to be too late.” 

Month after month last winter, Can- 
ada’s war effort lay flaccid and still 
because time, seemingly, was on our 
side. Lacking the goad of a German 
attack we allowed ourselves to be lull- 
ed into a fool’s paradise of inaction 
once the first few weeks of war were 
spent. 

To repeat that blunder — even in 
the slightest degree — would be to 
court disaster and defeat.

It has been estimated that the cost 
of producing newsprint is $10 less per 
ton in a mill operating at full capacity 
as compared with one working at only 
60 to 70 per cent. of capacity. If this 
figure is approximately correct, it 
means that the publisher of the Chi- 
cago Tribune and the New York News 
has an advantage of around $2,500,000 
a year in the cost of his newsprint. 
This is a very real advantage over 
competing United States publishers 
who buy their paper from independent 
mills. As both these newspapers 
have shown anti-British tendencies 
from time to time, there seems to be 
no logical reason why they and their 
publisher should be so favored against 
their competitors — and at the cost 
of all the other newsprint mills in both 
Quebec and Ontario. — Fort Erie 
Times-Review.
